President Cleveland is said to 
realize the strength of patronage, 
and the delay inapproving the In- 
ter-State Commission bill was to 
get the most out of it. The 
reason is given as to why he de- 
layed making the appointments, 
It was a mooted question as te 
whether he could make them after 
Congress had adjourned, and the 
persons so appointed act as Com- 
missioners without confirmation 
until the next convening of the 
Senate. The question came up in 
this way: The President desired to 
appoint William R. Morrison, of 
Illinois, as one of the Commission- 
ers. Mr. Morrison being a Member 
of Congress, was debarred from ap- 
pointment at the time by the clause 
in the Federal Constitution which 
provides that ‘‘no Senator or Rep- 
resentative shall, during the time 
for which he is elected, be ap- 
pointed to any civil office under 
the authority of the United States.” 
Consequently, in order to appoint 
him the President was obliged to 
wait until Congress had adjourned 
and his term expired.

This gas is a most wonderful thing. 
If oil and gas have existed in the 
earth ever since itscreation to the 
extent now indicated by the pro- 
duction, it is marvelous. One 
would think there had been enough 
ofit taken from the earth in the 
last 25 years to have burned up the 
world had it all been set on fire at 
one time, There is reason for be- 
lieving that there are processes of 
nature going on beneatb the sur- 
face, not yet known to man—that 
may never be known—by which 
these elements are being produced 
in immense quantities. If they 
have lain dormant, the supply may 
cease. If they are now being man- 
ufactured, as has been suggested, 
by some unseen forces, they may 
continue to flow and _ increase.

THE OCEAN YACHT RACE 


Terrible Suffering Among the 
Scotia’s Passengers. 


[PRESS PISPATOHES TO THE GAZETTE! 


A Starving Multitude. 
New York, March 28. 
Five hundred and nineteen of the 
passengers of the wrecked Scotia ar- 
rived on the Sea Baige Haggerty, at 
Castle Garden, late yesterday afternoon. 
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The scene that followed beggared de- 
scription; they rushed into the ro- 
tunda pell mell, shrieking and howl- 
ing for food like ravenous wolves. 
They crowded around the lunch tables, 
climbing over each other and tramp- 
ling on helpless women and children, 
and pandemonium reigned supreme 


for fully an hour. It is customary to 
register allemigrants before they en- 
ter the rotunda, but red tape was 
broken on this occasion by Superin- 
tendent Jackson. The force of the 
mass of people was so great that the 
officers, who were stationed to keep 
order, weie swept aside like straws. 
The seething mass could not be re- 
strained. Superintendent Jackson 
gaye orders to give them all the food 
they noeded and charge it to the Com- 
missioner of Emigration. Then the 
distribution of food began. It was 
im possible to regulate the distribution, 
for the strong men crowded to the front 
with uplifted armsand eyes starting 
from their sockets, crying in Italian, 
“Bread! Bread!’’ The surging mob 
was utterly uncontrollable. The 
officers of the garden aided in the dis- 
tribution by throwing loaves over the 
heads of the nearest, to the others of 
the crowd, Every time a loaf was 
fired into the crowd, 20 or more 
scrambled, and in some cases, fought 
to get it; dry bread wasa luxury. In 
a short time all the bread was gone. 
The women and children were cared 
for, and milk and beer were added to 
their portion. The complaints of the 
unfortunate immigrants were most un- 
favorable to the company, and r- 
ticularly to the Captain of the Scotia. 
Seventy additional passengers who 
came by rail from Patchogne, arr:ved 
about 9 o’clock last night. They were 
even more ravenous than the others, 
They were fed at the Garden, a fresh 
supply of provisions having been ob- 
tained. any of the Italians were 
sick from eating, after their long fast. 
The women, who composed with their 
children the largest rtion of the 
number, complained loudly of their 
bad treatment. 


The Annexation of Idaho. 
WASHINGTON, March 28. 

Senator Stewart says the obliteration 
of Idaho Territory is only a question 
cftime. The bill which passed at the 
last session of Congress, to anuex 
Southern Idaho to Nevada, perished 
in the President’s hands, not being 
signed.

Meteeric Stones, } 


WHERE DO THEY COME FROM TO EARTH? 


The falling of the huge one in Weat- 
ern Pennsylvania recently—a stone 
as large as an average 
to have excited some interest on the 
part of many persons to learn some- 
thing more about these and 
dangerous visitors. It is rare that 
we r of one of such great size as 
this ennen Sperm meteor; indeed, 
one may well question the truth of the 
account. But there have been even 
larger ones, though: not, probably, in 
modern times. The theory of some 

rsons, that these red-hot stones 

ave been thrown out of some vol- 
cano, and then been drawn back to 
the earth’s surface My gravitation, is 
wholly untenable. These fiery rocks 
come from ‘‘ other worlds than ours.’’ 
It is not proygble that they are recent 
emanations #om one of the other 
planets ; are drawn, in all prob- 
ability, by Phe earth’s greater at- 
traction, out of their place in some 
of the great meteor streams that 
revolve, like the earth, around the 
sun, eachinitsownorby. At certain 
points in the annual journeys of our 
own world and of these great streams 
of loosely aggregated rocks of many 
sizes, the two orbits evidently so 
wogh’d touch as to make it possible 
for the globe on which we live to 
capture some of the meteoric bodies 
which constitute the fringe, or skirt, 
so to speak, of the meteor stream, 
Once, on the 13th of November, 1833, 
our globe must have brushed through 
the thinner outer fringe of the aston- 
ishing aggregation which has since 
come to be known among astronomers 
as the ‘‘ November stream,” in con- 
tradistinction to another whose skirts 
we almost touch in August, and 
which is called, therefore, the ‘‘ Au- 
gust stream.”’ Other streams may 
exist, in theinterplanetary spaces, of 
which the astronomers have no posi- 
tive knowledge; or, there may be 
lar masses, or even endless 
cases of separate meteoric bodies, 
all rushing around the sun in dif- 
ferent orbits. Itis certain that count- 
less millions of these objects, mostly 
quite smal! bodies, are actually drawn 
in upon the earth. Most of them, 
apparently, are burned up before 
reaching the earth’s surface, and 
descend in an invisible, impalpable 
form of exceedingly fine dust. Occa- 
sionally this can be plainly seen—as 
it was once, in the suburbs of this 
citv, some time ago, when it seemed 
at first, shown against the afternoon 
sun, like a real shower of rain, onl 
a rain from a clear sky, but whic 
—7 proved to be a shower of 
ust, so fine, that unless it chanced 
to be seen avainst the sun it was in- 
visible. Mr. Proctor, theastronomer, 
holds this unseen falling meteoric 
dust to have been an appreciable, 
indeed an important, factor involved 
in the problem of the alleged growth 
of the bulk of our planet, and has 
actually tried to compute something 
of the rate and extent of that sup- 
posed increase. However that may 
be, our globe certainly does capture 
an enormous number of little foreign 
bodies. One or more can be seen 
silently streaming across the sky on 
almost any clear, calm night; some- 
times a number of them—their seem- 
ing course across the sky, instead of 
plunging straigi@down, being merely 
an optical effect, due to the angle at 
which the appearance is seen. These 
meteors, entering the earth’s atmos- 
phere, and plunging with more and 
more velocity as they get nearer the 
surface, are heated to a white heat 
(and thas made luminous and visibie) 
by the increased friction caused by 
their increased speed and the increas- 
ing density of the air. Most of them 
appear literally “burnt up,” but 
some, usually the larger ones, hold 
out against their own conflagration 
till they burst with a great explosion, 
or plunge intact (but red-hot) into the 
ground—or the sea. Without giving 
credence to the Western story, a few 
vears ago, ofa man being killed by 
one of these meteors, there is stil] 
some small degree of likelihood that 
such a thing might happen; a much 
lesser chance than the danger of 
being struck by lighthing. 

The August train of meteors is com- 
puted to be 90,000,000 miles long—or 
about as long as the distance from 
the earth to the sun. Others are of 
unknown length. 

Where do wang originate ? 

The question is easily asked. The 
answer, while it is one about which 
we feel but little doubt, seems to be 
not susceptible of being sustained by 
actual proof. These meteoric bodies 
appear to be not exactly like any of 
our rocks. Many of them are more 
like a kind of half-vitreous “‘iron 
stone” than anything ‘ise; they 
show the work of heat, and ring, on 
being struck by a hammer.—(dsa 
ford Times.
